That Evening another Sate was taken, and Advice was 
brought of nine Vcffcls which made fayl towards 5f/(? vvicli. 
a vvcak wind, and fix more bccaufe of the Night wcrclcfc. 
behind ; 'All thtfc were Ships of Barhry as we had intelli- 
gence, which, were going to reinforce the Turks Jrmata-yfind 
amongft them there was the Golden Croffe a FlemijhShipy 
who being come [rom'rgmce with a Cargafon of Biskct, and 
being retir'd to Ti/je, was taken by them, a little before, they 
counterfeiting a Flemijh Banner, which the Captain percei- 
ving, he favd his men alliorc, and left them the Ship". 

Tliefe were Ships from the Coaft oM/^w, amongthc 
formoft ther was the Admiral!, the Captain, ana the Padro- 
»tfinthemiddlej which was taken laft of all. 

They having difcovcrd our Fleet, they began to ftreighten

Canon fliot. The moft Excellent Lord Captain General 
Mmntgo having difposd of all things for Fight, the Canons 
went off for three howers perpemally on both fides, with 
iiich an ardor and fury> that a greater obftinacy could not be 
in any Battail. 

And it may eafily be beleevd, for the Moores or Bdrhrefchh 
are of the fierceft, and moft undaunted nature of any among

Captain ofa Shipp,asalfoCaptainGeneraUof the Fleet the 
Who died a little after of his wounds, befidc a great, nombcr 
of Chrirtian Slaves were freed. 

The nomber.of the dead on the. Ecnmies (ide was great 
hccaufe few could fcape by fwimming, and ther vyas not a 
Ship but had 1 50 !Soldiers,andcvry one had 30 Mariners 
Slaves of all Nations, 

Tne dead o« our fide came to 1 00 and 1 7 . among whom .
